STATISTICS CHALLENGED. 

In anticipation of tomorrow's impor- 
tant debate in the House of Commons 
on the blockade question the British 
government teday issued a statement

The statement is confined to minute

In fact, despite very decided 
expressions of opinion heard on many 
sides that the government may decide 
to declare an actual blockade, nothing 
official is known and it is regarded 
still possible that the gevernment may 
only determine to tighten the existing 
system of controlling cargoes likely to 
reach countries at war with the En- 
tente powers. 

NAVAL OFFICER'S VIEWS. 
In discussing possible objection on 
the part of neutrals to the suppres- 
sion of British orders in council dy the 
declaration of an actual blockade of 
Germany a British naval officer said 
today to the Associated Press: 

“If the legality of an effective block- 
ade is questioned on account of the 
situation in the Baltic it can be made 
very effective by following the German 
precedent of submarining every ship, 
belligerent or neutral, which attempts 
to run the blockade.“ 

The German precedent already has 
been actually recognized by the United 
States, according to this officer, in its 
notes on the submarine issue, and the 
British case, it is. said, will follow the 
actual German practice as limited to 
the safety of the passengers and crews, 
but without examination of the car- 
goes or papers of the vessels. — 

If this theory of international law 
is adhered to the last obstacle to the 
declaration of an actual blockade 
against Germany could be surmounted, 
the officer contends.

TIMES, Jan. 25.—Mrs. Margaret 
Sanger, wife of William Sanger, 

an architect, who was indicted by the 
Federal grand jury on August 25, 
1914, on the charge of sending ob- 
jectionable matter through the mails, 
will go on trial in New York tomor- 
row. At the time of the indictment 
she was the editor of a magazine 
called “The Woman Rebel,“ and 
through this medium she advocated 
free love, “sex knowledge” and the 
use of dynamite in social and ethical 
discussions. 

After her indictment Mrs. Sanger 
went to Paris and remained for a 
year. Meanwhile her husband was 
accused by the late Anthony Com- 
stock of violating the law by circulat- 
ing a book written by Mrs. Sanger on 
“Birth Control.“ This book, which 
went into details concerning the man- 
ner by which birth may be controlled, 
was obtained by one of Comstock's 
agents, who represented himself to be 
a poor laboring man in urgent need 
of such advice as the book might 
give. 

Sanger was convicted in the Court 
of Special Sessions and given the op- 
tion of paying a fine or spending 
thirty days in jail. When he was con- 
victed there was a noisy demonstra- 
tion in the courtroom, in which mem- 
bers of the I. W. W. denounced the 
judge who passed sentence. Sanger, 
posing as a martyr to t cause of 
righteousness, chose to e the jail 
term rather than pay a fine. 

Several weeks ago a group of well- 
known writers in England, including 
names which are known on both sides 
of the Atlantic, addressed a petition 
to President Wilson asking him to use 
his influence in behalf of Mrs. Sanger, 
who, they said, had taken the for- 
ward-looking view in the matter of 
birth control. Her views, they said, 
while probably regarded in the 
United States as radical, were as a 
matter of fact considered conserva- 
tive in the countries of the Old World.

“The right of a state to exist and 
to protect and to conserve its exist- 
ence is to be understood in the sense 
in which the right of an individual 
to his life was defined, interpreted and 
applied in terms applicable alike to 
nations and individuals in the well- 
known English case of Regina § vs. 
Dudley (reported in 15 Cox’s Criminal 
Cases, 


p. 624; 14 Queen's Bench Divi- 


sion, p. 273,) decided by the Queen’s 
Bench Division of the High Court of 
Justice in 1884, to the effect that it 
was unlawful for shipwrecked sailors 
to take the life of one of their num- 
ber in order to preserve their own 
lives, because it was unlawful, accord- 
ing to the common law of England, 
for an English subject to take human 


Life unless to defend himself against; 


an unlawful attack of the assailant 
threatening the life of the party un- 
lawfully attacked.” 

The third article, asserting the 
equality of nations, is followed by the 
following citations: 

“The right to equality is to be un- 
derstood in the sense in which it was 
defined in the following passage 
quoted from the decision of the great 
English Admiralty judge, Sir William 
Scott, later Lord Stowell, in the case 
of The Louis (reported in 2 Dodson's 
Reports, pp. 210, 243-44,) decided in 
1817: 

Two principles of public law are 
generally recognized as fundamental. 
One is the perfect equality and en- 
tire independence of all distinct states. 
Relative magnitude creates no distinc- 
tion of right; relative imbecility, 
whether permanent or casual, gives no 
additional right to the more powerful 
neighbor; and any advantage seized 
upon that ground is mere usurpation. 
This is the great foundation of public 
law, which it mainly concerns the 
peace of mankind, both in their politic 
and private capacities, to preserve in- 
violate. The second is, that all na- 
tions being equal, all have an equal 
right to the uninterrupted use of the 
unappropriated parts of the ocean for 
their navigation. In places where no 
local authority exists, where the gub- 
jects of all states meen upon a footing 
of entire equality and independence, 


no one state, or any of its subjects, 


has a right to assume or exercise au- 
thority over the subjects of another.’ 

“The right of equality is also to be 
understood in the sense in which it 
was stated and illustrated by John 
Marshall, Chief Justice of the S- 
preme Court of the United States, who 
said, in deciding the case of The An- 
telope in 1825 (reported in 10 Whea- 
ton’s reports, pp. 66, 122:) 

this commerce thus sanctioned 
by universal assent, every nation had 
an equal right to engage. How is this 
right to be lost? Each may renounce 
it for its own people; but can this re- 
nunciation affect others? 

No principle of general law is 
more universally acknowledged than 
the perfect equality or nations. Russia 
and Geneva have equal rights. It re- 
sults from this equality that no one 
can rightfully impose a rule on an- 
other. Each legislates for itself, but 
its legislation can operate on itself 
alone. A right, then, which is vested 
in all, by the consent of all, can be 
divested only by consent; and this 
(slave) trade, in which all have par- 
ticipated, must remain lawful to those 
who cannot be induced to relinquish 
it.

We deem the inde- 
pendence and equal rights of the 
smallest and weakest member of the 
family of nations entitled to as much 
respect as those of the greatest em- 
pire, and we deem the observance of 
that respect the chief guaranty of 
the weak against the oppression of 
the strong. We neither -claim nor 
desire any rights, or privileges, or 
powers that we do not freely con- 
cede to every American republic. 
We wish to increase our prosperity, 
to expand our trade, to grow in 
wealth, in wisdom, and in spirit, but 
our conception of the true way 
to accomplish this is not to pull down 
others and profit’ by their ruin, but 
to help all friends to a common pros- 
perity and a common growth, that 
we may all become greater and 


protect) stronger together.“ 


JURISDICTION. 


The right of a nation to exercise 
exclusive jurisdiction over its ter- 
ritory and all persons therein, cited 
in the fourth article, is supported by 
these citations: 

“This right is to be understood in 
the sense in which it was stated by 
Chief Justice Marshall in the fol- 
lowing passage of his judgment in 
the case of the schooner Exchange 
(reported in seven Cranch’s reports, 
pp. 116, 136-7,) decided by the Su- 
preme Court of the United States in 
the year 1812: 

The jurisdiction. of the nation, 
within its own territory, is necessarily 
exclusive and absolute; it is suscep- 
tible of no limitation, not imposed 
by itself. Any restriction upon it, de- 
riving validity from an external 
source, would imply a diminution of 
its sovereignty, to the extent of the 
restriction, and an investment of 
that sovereignty to the same extent, 
in that Power, which could impose 
such restriction. All exceptions, 
therefore, to the full and complete 
power of a nation, within its own ter- 
ritories, Must be traced up to the 
consent of the nation itself. They 
can flow from no other legitimate 
source. 

This consent may be either ex- 
press or implied. In the latter case. 
it is less determinate, exposed more 
to the uncertainties of construction; 
but, if understood, not less obliga- 
tory. The world being composed of 
distinct sovereignties, possessing 
equal rights and equal indgpendence, 
whose mutual benefit is promoted by 
intercourse with each other, and by 
an interchange of those good offices 
which humanity dictates and its 
wants require, all sovereignties have 
consented to a relaxation, in practice, 
in cases under certain peculiar cir- 


cumstances, of that absolute and 
complete jurisdiction which their 
respective territories which 


ereignty confers. This consent may, 
in some instances, be tested by com- 
mon usage, and by common opinion, 
growing out of that usage. A na- 
tion would justly be considered as 
violating its faith, although that faith 
might 


expressly plighted, | 


which should suddenly and without 
previous notice, exercise its territorial 
powers in a manner not consonant to 
the usages and recognized obligations 
of the civilized world.’” 

The declaration of the right of 
every nation to have its jurisdictional 
rights respected and protected by all 
other nations is followed by this in- 
terpretation: 

“This right is to be understood in 
the sense in which it was stated in 
the following passage from the judg- 
ment of Chief Justice Waite in the 
case of United States vs. ona

LEARN LESSONS 
IN EUROPE’S WAR 


Army War College Head Tells 
of New Conditions. 


Declares Our ‘Artillery is Like 
that of French. 


Trying to Make Howitzers to 
Equal Those of Germans.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 25.—Some 
idea of what American army officers 
are learning on the battlefields of Eu- 
rope was given the Senate Military 
Committee today by Col. Charles G. 
Treat of the Army War College. Much 
of what the colonel said was treated 
as confidential, but it is known that 
he told the committee there was an 
American observer with the armies of 
each belligerent nation and that their 
reports to the War College had been of 
great value in the preparation of new 
army plans. 

As a matter of course, Col. Treat 
said none of the observers would send 
home during the war information 
which might be of value to other bel- 
ligerents should it become known in 
this country. 

Both the Congressional commi 
were given much information today 
as, to artillery types. Brig.-Gen. Cro- 
rler. chief of ordnance, discussed in 
detail before the House committee 
the War Department's plans for big 
guns, while Col. Treat, a field artil-

tion for greater congressional 
activity on the administrative 
legislative programme received new 
impetus today, when President Wil- 
son asked Majority Leader Kitchin to 
“speed up“ work on the House side 


of the Capitol and made arrange- 
ments for discussing the subject with 
other leaders of both houses tomor- 
row. The President is anxious that 
Congress finish its work and adjourn 
in June before the political conven- 
tions. . 

Representative Kitchin gave assur- 
ances that there was no disposition on 
the part of the House to delay legis- 
lation, pointing out that within the 
next few weeks action would be taken 
on Several important appropriation 
and other bills. The President has 
been told, however, that there is dan- 
ger of long delays in the Senate in 
debates over national defense, ship- 
ping. tariff and revenue bills. 

FEATURES OF PROGRAMME. 

The outstanding features of the 
legislative programme for the next 
few months, as Mr. Kitchin foresees 
them, are: 

A committee tariff bill will be re- 
ported by the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee. 

A revenue measure is likely to be 
reported until the Military and Naval 
committees bring in their bills. This 
may be weeks or months. 

No new waterways projects and no 
new public building bills will be con- 
sidered. 

An anti-dumping clause for the 
tariff law may be reported later. 

In addition to these measures the 
shipping bill and the Philippine bill 
are expected by other committee lead- 
ers to attract the most attention. 


INCOME TAX APPROPRIATION.

Supreme Court upholding the income 
tax law, the President is studying 
anew the problem of raising revenues 
for the government, particularly for 
the preparedness programme. 

Senate committees contributed to 
the speeding up programme today, 
reporting favorably on the water 
power leasing and postal saving de- 
posit increase measures. Senator 
Kern, majority leader, sald tonight 
that conservation measures would be 
taken up as soon as the Philippine 
bill was passed. 

The President virtually has com- 
pleted his preparations for leaving 
Washington tomorrow at midnight for 
New York, where he will speak Thurs- 
day afternoon and night. The pro- 
gramme of addresses, as well as leg- 
isiative plans, were discussed with 
the Cabinet during the day. He said 
that all of the speeches in the Middle 
West would be extemporaneous al- 
though he has carefully thought out 
the general tenor of his remarks. 

On all sides today Congress leaders 
expressed the belief that the income 
tax decision had paved the way for 
increasing the tax rate on great pri- 
vate fortunes to aid in paying for na- 
tional defense. Bills to tax incomes 
of more than $1,000,000 as high as 
50 per cent. are now before Congress. 

The Democrats naturally are grati- 
fied over the decision. In the opinion 
of administration leaders the decision 
has unfettered a fruithful source of 
revenue and rendered easfer the reve- 
nue problem confronting the govern- 
ment. 

Representative Hull of Tennessee, 
author of the income tax law, ex- 
presses the belief that Congress will 
take advantage of the decision to 
amend the law materially. He declares 
that without any unusual or unjust 
changes, it can be made to yield an 
additional $100,000,000 annually. The 


law now brings into the treasury 
$85,000,000 to $90,000,000.

OUR FIELD ARTILLERY. 
The American 3-inch field artillery, 
the colonel explained, duplicated the 
French 76’s in every respect but ra- 
pidity of fire, and experiments are in 


progress which, it is believed, will give 
the guns all the advantages of the 
French weapon. In this connection, 
Gen, Crozier said, experiments also 
were being made with the split trail 
equipment: which might make the 
American guns superior to any now 
in use abroad except for a few used 
by the Italian army.

E. J. Justice, special assistant At- 
torney-General in charge of the oil 
suits for the government, told the 
court today that he intended to prove 
that the Southern Pacific sent a 
geologist over the lands available to 
them under the grant made in 1871, 
and that it was the very lands which 
he reported as oil bearing that the 
Southern Pacific selected and later 
patented. The government is trying 
to prove general fraud by the South- 
ern Pacific in the selection and patent- 
ing of oil lands as agricultural sec- 
tions. 
Besides the maps, selection lists of 
California lands filed with the Interior

were identified and introduced by the 
government as exhibits.

LEVEN MILLIONS. 
FOR ARMOR PLANT. 


(BY A P. DAY WIRK) 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 25.—Widely 
different estimates of the cost of build- 
ing an armor-plate plant and making 
armor plate were presented to the 
Senate Naval Committee today by navy 
officials and representatives of private 
manufacturers. The committee Is con- 
sidering Chairman Tillman's bill for 
the establishment of a government 
factory. 

Rear-Admiral Strauss, chief of the 
Navy Ordnance Bureau, estimated that 
it would cost $11,000,000 to bulld an 
armor plant producing annually 20,000 
tons. A. C. Dinckey, president of the 
Midvale Steel and Ordnance Company, 
testified that it would cost that much 
to build a 10,000-ton plant. 

Admiral Strauss said he had figured 
the manufacturing cost of the govern- 
ment-produced armor would be $262 a 
ton. E. G. Grace, president of the 
Bethlehem Steel Company, insisted 
this was too low and did not include 
allowance for depreciation. Mr. 
Dinckey said the armor his plant was 
turning out for the battleship Penn- 
Sylvania was costing $341 a ton. 

Mr. Dinckey estimated it would take 
the government four years to build an 
armor plant and Admiral Strauss said 
it would take over three years. Sen- 
ator Tillman told the committee, how- 


reau of Yards and Docks had reported 
that if the red tape of the Navy De- 
partment was cut he could build the 
plant in @ year and a half. 
FOR A BETTER GRADE. 

Admiral Strauss suggested that in 
addition to insuring a reasonable cost 
in manufacturing, erection of a gov- 
ernment plant might stimulate private 
manufacturers to the production of a 
better grade of armor. He said there 
was a military advantage in having in- 
dependent plants in different parts of 
the country and pointed to France's 


lustrating the lack of wisdom of the 
government in having no competition. 

The committee will vote on the Till- 
man bill next Tuesday. Senator Pen- 
rose suggested today that in the mean- 
time the private manufacturers submit 
to the Secretary of the Navy detailed

POSTROADS MEASURE 
PASSED BY THE HOUSE. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.] 


ASHINGTON BUREAU OF 
THE TIMES, Jan. 25.—The 
postroads bill, the most 
shameless pork-barrel measure thus 
far proposéd in Congress, the 
House this afternoon by a vote of 281 
to 81. Even those who argued against 
the bill voted for it in order to be in 
the position of having benefited the 
farmers. 


It is thorough! well understood 
that the bill will killed in the Sen- 
ate and most of the members of the 
House who advocated it want it killed 
there. The only object in putting it 
through the House is to get a little 
litical notoriety. 
ill provides that the United 
States shall spend $25,000,000 a year 
in improving country roads all over 
the land. The effect will be that 
States like California, which have 
spent millions on public roads, would 
have to pay for the roads in Arkan- 


| sas, Florida and other Southern States. 


GREED OF SOUTHERNERS. 

It is of a piece with the extraordi- 
nary movement on the part of the 
southern Democrats to force Uncle 
Sam to pay for everything. 

This tendency has been growing 
during the last few years. It got a 
great boost through Roosevelt's nu- 
merous commissions. In their almost 


frantic anxiety to hold on for another | 


term the Wilson Democrats are now 
engaged in trying to buy their way 
back at the expense of the govern- 


ment. “Send the bill to Uncle” is in 
danger of becoming the national 
motto. 

By this road bill they propose 


to assess the Federal government for 
the construction of ordinary country 
roads. 

It has long been a dream to have 
the government build a great national 
highway which would be strictly an 
interstate affair and a proper subject 
for Federal expense. But thie bill con- 
templates looting the treasury to build 
a road along any old cow path that 
any State wishes to build. This will of 
course kill the national highway proj- 
ect. 

To each State a flat sum of $65,000 
is to be handed as a starter. The bal- 
ance of the money is to be dividea 
among the States, one-half according 
to the population and the other half 
according to the length of mall routes. 

If the road is of permanent charac- 
ter the Secretary of Agriculture can 
pay one-half of the cost, the State 
paying the other halt. If it is a dirt 
road, the Secretary will not pay more 
than 30 per cent. Under the terms 
of the bill, the Federal government 
must even contribute to the cost of 
paving the streets in towns not over 


2000 population, provided that the 
houses are not nearer than 200 feet 
apart. The roads when built become 
State property. The Federal govern- 
ment retains no rights whatever. 

This extraordinary piece of legisia- 
tion Is the brilliant production of the 
Committee on Roads and the spon- 
sors for it in the House are Mr. 
Shackleford of Missouri and Mr. 
Brown of Wisconsin. 

They both come rom States which 
have not done their share of road 
building and are now beginning to 
feel the effects of the lack. The ex- 
traordinary flood of emigration out 
of some of the Southern and West- 
ern States is considered to be largely 


due to roads. 
(Patan 10 ment. 


The bill has an ardent enemy in 
Walsh of Massachusetts. He has pro- 
duced figures to show that the fol- 
lowing States, which have been spend- 
ing very large sums of money on 
State highways of their own, un- 
der the Democratic system of direct 
taxation, will be compelled to bear the 
heaviest burden of bullding the roads 
for other States which have neglected 
thelr roads; Connecticutt, Illinois, 
Indiana, Ohio, New Jersey, Pennsyl- 
vania, New York, Massachusetts, Kan- 
sas and California. 

Of the greatest faults of the bill ts 
the freak way of dividing the money. 
Colorado with a population of nearly 
800,000 is allowed $252,000. Oregon 
with 672,000 people gets $248,000. 
North and South Dakota with a com- 
bined population of less than 600,000 
get $335,000 and $337,000, respective- 
ly. Connecticut with a population of 
1,000,000 gets but $258,000. Califor- 
nia gets $504,000. 

BURDEN IS UNJUST. 


Figuring it the other way round, 
by mileage the burden of the Stat 
is quite as unjust. Rhode Island with 
81.61 miles of star route post roads 
gets $139,000, while Wyoming with 
4137 miles of road gets $125,000. ~~ 

In 1913, the State of Alabama 
spent, as a State, $127,000 for roads 
and under this bill will get $579,000 
from the Federal government. Con- 
necticut spent $3,483,000 and will re- 
ceive only $258,000. Florida and 
Georgia didn’t spend a cent for roads, 
yet will receive, under this act, $202,-

Capt. Sage Arrives from Manila 
and Takes Full Charge. 


Eight Twelve-inch Mortars in 
Place of Six Expected. 
Four Fourteen-inch Rifles and 
Smaller Ones Later. 


Carrying out the War Department's 
new policy of preparedness, Capt. W. 
H. Sage, Jr., arrived from Manila 
yesterday and immediately assumed 
charge of fortification work at Fort 
MacArthur. 

“The first of the mortars will prob- 


‘ably arrive here for placing about 


May,” said Capt. Sage. “The mortar 
emplacements are now about 60 per 
cent. completed, while excavation 
is under way for the rifle emplace- 
ments.” 

Mounting eight 12-inch mortars and 
four 14-inch rifles, with the prospect 
of the later placing of a number of 
smaller rifies, Fort MacArthur will be 
exceptionally well equipped, Capt. 
stated. 

“I now understand that four com- 
panies of Coast Artillery will be sta- 
tioned at the post,” he said. “I do 
not know when work will begin on 
the post buildings. It will probably 
be about the time the rifies are be- 
ing mounted. The Quartermaster De- 
partment has entire charge of this 
Phase of the work.” ; 

Commanding all approaches for 
twenty miles, both landward and 
oceanward from Fort MacArthur, the 
complement of rifies and mortars, 
with their large backing of men, will 
make the 250-foot mesa back of San 
Pedro a sort of Gibraltar of the Pa- 
cific, according to army men. For in- 
stance, it will be possible for one of 
these rifles to drop a shell well over 
the Orange county line, or on the 
deck of a vessel within hailing dis- 
tance of Santa Catalina Island, while 
the mortars could be used to repel 
attempted land attacks, especially 
those centered on the San Pedro hills. 

In line with the contemplated in- 
crease in both the armament and 
troop ferce of Fort MacArthur, early 
action is anticipated by army men on 
the plan to fortify either Signal Hill 
or some height eastward of Long 
Beach. This plan is understood to 
have the tentative backing. of men in 
high places in the War Department, 
who point out that a cross-fire is 
both the most effective and economi- 
cal way of repelling a fleet ‘attack, 
while fortifications east of Long Beach 
would command many snug havens 
that might be used for making land- 
ings from transports. 

Graduated from West Point in 1909, 
Capt. Sage first served with the en- 
gineer battalion of the Second Divi- 
sion at Texas City. For the past three 
years he has been with the engineer- 
ing battalion that is turning Corregi- 
dor Island in Manila harbor into an 
impregnable fortress. His transfer 
here to take charge of fortification 
work is in recognition of the good 
work he did in the Philippines. 

Capt. Sage is married and has twe 
children. They came from the islands 
with him, on the transport Thomas, 
and will make their home at San 
Pedro. M. C. Wilkinson, who has done 
efficient work as junior engineer in 
fortifying Fort MacArthur, will re- 
main as Capt. Sage’s assistant.

CUMULATIVE INCREASE 
IN OPERATING INCOME. 


HOWING an increase of $1,115,- 
8 562 in the operating income of 
the Santa Fe for December, 1915, 
and of $2,939,253 for the first six 
months of the present fiscal year, a 
document on cumulative prosperity 
was issued yesterday from the office 
of General Auditor Bailey. Compari- 
sons are all with the corresponding 
month or period of the previous year. 
Coupled with an increase in gross 
operating revenues from $9,701,634.65 
in December, 1914, to $11,403.186.87 
in December, 1915, there was also an 
increase of taxes from $392,569.15 to 
$528,297.61, according to Mr. Bailey's 
report. 
But operating expenses, due to care- 
ful management, showed an increase 
of but $450,675, according to the re- 


port, while uncollectable railway rev- 


enues declined sharply, leaving the 
operating income for December, 1915, 
the sum of $4,031,400.57, compared 


with $2,915,837.63 for the correspond- 
month of 1914,

In other words, the report shows 
that nearly 50 per cent. of the in- 
crease in operating income for the 
last six months of 1915 was directly 
attributable to the unusual showing 
made in revenue returns and econom- 
ical operation during December. 
But. in spite of tnis fact, the six 
months themselves snowed sharp in- 
“reases over the corresponding period 
of the previous fiscal year. Gross op- 
erating revenues for the six months 
were $66,979,778.92, an increase of 
$6,878,726; operating expenses were 
$41,274,531.23, an increase of $2,592,- 
687; while taxes increased $336,553 
and uncollectable railway revenues 
$10,332, leaving an operating income 
of $22,676.521.24, an increase of 
$2,939,253 over the previous year.

AVE CORPORATIONS SOULS? 


lonable now as it was before the magazines 
found a new source of sensationalism in 
salacious stories, there are some people 
and some newspapers that are never so 
happy as when attacking 
merely because they are corporations. 

The other day the government levee at 
Four Mile Post on the Colorado River 
broke and caused the flooding of Yuma. 


Did a paternal government come to the | 


rescue of the flooded people, or was it some 
philanthropic private person who closed 
the break? Far from it. While the gov- 
ernment and private people were helpless a 
corporation, denounced many a time and 
oft as “soulless,” rushed in and performed 
the task. 

Listen to this report from Yuma taken 
from the columns of a newspaper whose 
proprietor a short time ago was con- 
spicuous for attacks on many public utill- 


ties: “With the waters of the Colorado 


River receding, and the break in govern- 
ment levee at Four Mile Post which caused 
the flooding of Yuma closed tonight by a 
large force of men led by T. H. Williams, 
superintendent of the Tucson division of 
the Southern Pacific Railroad, work of re- 
lieving the flood sufferers of Yuma was 
carried foward by local authorities. South- 
ern Pacific officials arrived here from Tuc- 
son bringing equipment to supply the city 
temporarily with water, gas and electricity. 
Working in conjunction with the Citizens’ 
Relief Committee the Southern Pacific 
officials opened the big clubhouse of the 
railroad to the homeless and aided in feed- 
ing and caring for the needy.” 

One may well ask what would the people 


‘of Yuma have done in their hour of stress 


without the “soulless” corporation? If 
they had placed their reliance upon the 
government or philanthropic newspaper 
owners and baiters of companies their 
plight would have been worse than it was. 


The “soulless” corporation rushed in to 


succor them and not only saved lives and 
prevented further property damage but fed 
the unfortunate sufferers and gave the city 
water, light and heat. 

The work which the Southern Pacific 
performed at Yuma was in line h that 
which it accomplished in the days of Ed- 
ward H. Harriman when Epes Randolph 
closed the break in the Colorado River 
which threatened to destroy Imperial 
Valley. That service cost the 
Pacific a million dollars but it never has 


been able to collect the amount from a | 


grateful Congrgss. 

Again, when the flood at Galveston 
off the city’s water supply it was not, as 
Leslie's reminds us, the ranting demagogue 
who went to the rescue of the city but the 
Officials of some of the “soulless” cor- 
porations. F. G. Pettibone, vice-president 
and general manager of the Santa Fe Rall- 
road, ordered the company's water line 
crew to the coast for the purpose of assist- 
ing the helpless. President Sealy of the 
Magnolia Petroleum Company ordered his 
pipeline men to the scene and T. T. Cot- 
tingham, chief engineer of the Southern 
Pacific, went to investigate the trouble. 
The municipal authorities requested and 
authorized Messrs. Pettibone and Cotting- 
ham to take charge of the situation, and 
within twenty-four hours these representa- 
tives of corporations, which have bot 
brains and souls, had water running to the 
inhabitants of Galveston. 

The promptness and efficiency with 
which these corporations went to the relief 
of the stricken city remind one of the 
generous way in which the Southern Pa- 
cific helped San’ Francisco at the time of 
the great catastrophe of 1906 and the 
services rendered by the Pennsylvania and 
other railroads in the Dayton (O.) flood 
of 1913. The action of the Southern Pacific 
at Yuma is only what right-minded people, 
who view correctly the doings of big com- 
panies, have come to expect. Whenever 
they have the chance the big-souled, strong- 
souled men at the head of great corpora- 
tions render conspicuous public service; 
but always there will be small-souled news- 
papers to bark like curs at their heels. 


ECONOMY FOR ENGLISHMEN. 

Increased income taxes; ‘borrowings 
abroad ($500,000,000 from bunkoed Ameri- 
cans) and .one-pound ($5) government 
bonds have all fallen far short of supplying 
Great Britain with the money necessary to 
finance the war for herself and her allies. 

Mr. J. H. Jones, who represents the gov- 
ernment, is delivering a series of lectures 
in Glasgow University on the economic 
effects of the war. 

“In days gone by,” he said, “war ex- 
penditure was met partly by means of 
loans, for the purpose of distributing some 
of the burden over a long period. But the 
cost of this war was so enormous that even 
loans represented present sacrifice. The 
war, therefore, must be financed mainly 
out of current savings, and if voluntary 
savings prove insufficient, they must be 
supplemented by forced economy.” 

Mr. Jones recommends that all war 
profits and all war bonuses to highly-paid 
~workmen should be transferred to the state 
by means of taxation. Prohibitive taxes 
should be imposed on all kinds of luxuries. 
“In the recent budget,” he said, “the 
Chancellor, largely influenced by the ad- 
verse exchange with foreign countries, 
paid most attention to imported luxuries, 
but it is equally important to prevent the 
consumption of luxuries made in Great 
Britain. Economy could be enforced partly 
by increasing taxation of income and neces- 
sities, since it would reduce the sum avall- 
able for purchase of luxuries. By taxing 
luxuries out of existence the money pre- 
viously spent on them would be available 
for war loans, and the labor employed in 
making them could be utilized for other 
purposes. There were men and women 60 
lacking in imagination that by compulsion 
alone could their expenditure de cur- 
tailed,” 

Mr. Jones is an idealist. The British 
government may be able to frame an order 
of council that would compel economy in 
British households, but to enforce it would 
be exceedingly difficult. Imagine a gov- 
ernment inspector at the breakfast table 
of a British householder saying to pater- 
familias: “One cup of coffee is enough for 
you. You are consuming altogether too 
much butter. For the sake of your im- 
perilled country eat your toast dry. Little 
Johnny can not have a second helping of 
raspberry jam. King George has given up 
beer. What you can save every day at your 
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breakfast table, friend, will pay for the am-

The latter are sharply criticising the ac- 
tion of Mr. Wilson in disposing of the An- 
cona incident.

The power of the President to sever diplo- 
matic relations without the consent of Con- 
gress, or at least of the Senate, is questioned 
by Senators who breakfast, lunch, dine and 
sup upon the Constitution of the United 
States. There are in the Senate friends of 
Germany who do not hesitate to say in the 
hotel lobbies and in the cloakrooms of the 
Senate and in executive sessions, and who 
threaten to repeat their utterances in the 
open Senate, that the “brutal” Ancona notes 
were, az an eastern exchange states it, 
written “with the deliberate intention of 
causing a diplomatic break between the 
two countries.” 

These Senators insist that Mr. Wilson 
never has been neutral, but has from the 
beginning sympathized with and favored the 
allies. They say that he has lacked earnest- 
ness and persistence in his protests to Great 
Britain against her restraints on American 
commerce. 

According to a Washington correspondent 
they say that the British orders in council 
establishing the blockade should have been 
followed up immediately by demands by 
this government that the restraints of Amer- 
ican vessels cease at once—and they would 
have ceased, they say, for Sir Edward Grey, 
Lord Bryce and others were opposed to the 
orders and would have revoked them had 
they been backed up in their position by a 
strong American protest; in the absence of 
this they yielded to British public opinion. 

A resolution has been prepared for in- 
troduction by one of these Senators call- 
ing upon the President to issue a proclama- 
tion warning American citizens to keep off 
belligerent ships and ships carrying muni- 
tions of.war. Such a warning would have 
been issued at the beginning of the war, 
says one of these Senators, had the United 
States government been earnestly neutral. 
It was done by the British government in 
the Russo-Japanese war, he points out, and 
the American State Department not long 
ago warned Americans, for a similar reason, 
to keep out of Mexico. Had Americans 
been warned to keep off belligerent ships, 
he points out, there would have been no 
Lusitania case, no Ancona case and no 
Americans lost to threaten involving the 
United States in war. 5 

These Senators concede that a war with 
Mexico or with any European country would 
mean the reelection of Wilson. But, like 
Artemus Ward, who was willing to sacri- 
fice all his first wife’s relations on the altar 
of his country, these patriots prefer peace 
without Wilson to war with him. They 
say that the peace of this country is of in- 
finitely more importance than the election 
of any candidate or the political success of 
any party. “Party or no party,” they say, 
“we want to keep this country out of war 
and we propose to see that everything is

MYSTERY CLEARED. 


Almost Two Years Ago—Was Ex- 
hausted Wanderer Slain by Moun- 
tain Lions? 


Local CORRESPONDENCE.) 

POMONA, Jan. 25.—Mrs. E. J. 
Pierce of Azusa today identified the 
skeleton of a woman, which was found 
in Live Oak Canyon by Will Cowan 
and Earl Rummel of Lordsburg, as 
that of her long-lost niece, Miss Car- 
rie Newell, who disappeared from 
Azuta twenty-three months ago. The 
identity was established by an ex- 
amination of gold-filled teeth. Fur- 
ther proof was furnished by a check 
on a Glendora bank, which had been 
given to Miss Newell by a girl friend. 
The check, for $15, was found in the 
grass near the body. 

Mrs. Pierce and her son, Dwight, | 
went to Lordsburg early this morning 
and identified the head of the skele- 
ton, which was taken to that place by 
the young men who made the grew- 
some find near the zig-zag which leads 
to Brown's Fiat, while picking their 
way through a thicket. The skeleton 
was clad in a gray suit and 
sweater, which were the garments 
worn by Miss Newell when she dis- 
appeared March 5, 1914. A searching 
party went to Live Oak Canyon early 
today and conveyed the skeleton to 
Lordsburg, and the authorities at that 
Place turned it over to an undertak- 
ing establishment in this city. It is 
believed the woman, who was 43 years 
of age, wandered around in the can- 
yon until she was faint from hunger 
and that she was possibly then killed 
by mountain lions, 

Miss Newell was a school teacher 
in Colorado for years. Her health 
broke down. She went to reside with 
her aunt, Mrs. E. J. Pierce of Azusa. 
At no time was she in need of money, 
but she left Azusa and was last seen 
April 5, 1914, when she applied at 
the Andrew Boddy ranch home, near 
San Dimas Canyon, for employment 
as a domestic. When they told her 
they had no work for her, but that 
they would give her money to help 
her on her way, she exhibited consid- 
erable money and said all she wanted 
was employment. 

Mrs. Pierce says that Miss Newell 
was subject to spells of nervousness 
but she never appeared mentally un- 
balanced.
